A meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on Monday at 
the offices of the Board. Mr. Arthur Stiebel, President, was in the chair, 
The Executive Committee recommended that the architects’ plans for the 
building of the Miller Home for Convalescent Children at Broadstairs be 
approved and that a tender amounting to £19,225 be accepted. 

Sir Stuart Samuel moved that the Committee should continue its 
search for suitable existing premises that could be adapted. He depre- 
cated the spending of such a large sum on bricks and mortar. 

Mr. Isaac Seligman seconded the motion. 

Miss M. K. Davis said that a search had been made without avail. 
Under the trust the home had to be situated near a Jewish community, 
and their medical advisers insisted that the home must be near the sea. 
That limited their field of choice. They already had the site, and the 
need was so urgent that they felt they ought not to wait any longer. 

Mr. 8. Rosenfeld pointed out that this money was not provided by the 
public. They were carrying out a trust and if the public were called upon 
to provide some of the upkeep, it was not unreasonable. 

The motion was rejected and the recommendation approved. 

A financial statement was submitted showing that the Board's deficit 
at the end of March was £22,724, as compared with £19,459 a year ago.

Disloyal Hooliganism. 


Those unsavoury persons who call themselves “The Britons,” have 
seized the opportunity of the present industrial struggle to flood the place 
with their lying leaflets concerning Jews. About the purpose there can 
be no doubt. It is to induce people to believe that Jews are responsible 
for the strike and that it is in their interests that the country is being 
subjected to one of the most terrible trials it has ever undergone. What 
unconscionable wretches these “ Britons " must be to be sure! I doubt 
whether there are half-a-dozen Jews among the strike leaders 
or that number of hooligans’ taking any prominent part in 
defying the Government and setting Law and Order at naught. Yet with 
spiteful recklessness Jews are pointed to as the fomenters of all the 
trouble. And this egregious body, which at such a time as this endeavours 
to foster hatred and malevolence in the minds of those whom they can 
influence poses as being super-loyal ! 

The length to which this sort of thing can be carried is illustrated 
by an incident that came to my knowledge. A friend of mine had occa- 
sion to communicate by telephone with one of the most important 
London police-stations. Something was said about the Strike, where- 
upon the one at the station end of the ‘phone, presumably a police 
official, remarked: “ It is all. the fault of those —— Jews!” He received 
his answer, and the observation was duly reported, when an assurance 
was given that nothing of the kind should reeur. But it shows the evil 
Spirit that is being propagated by the despicable creatures who send out 
such pernicious literature to which I have drawn attention.—JEWIsH
